middie of August. It also developed 
that no State funds have been ap- 
propriated directly for unemploy- 
ment during this crisis and that 
while some of the cities have ap- 
propriated considerable sums these 
are now exhausted so that all relief 
in Kentucky at this date is financed 
from Federal grants. 

“I wish to make it perfectly clear 
to you that the Federal relief ad- 
ministration will not continue to fi- 
nance relief work beyond Aug. 15. 
In view of the difficult financial 
situation in many counties and 
cities it would seem imperative that 
a special session of the Legislature 
be called at once to provide sub- 
stantial funds so that Kentucky 
ywill pay for a reasonable share of 
the cost of caring for its own desti- 
at| tute. 1 am sure you fully appreci- 
ate the reasonableness of this posi- 
tion on the part of the Federal re- 
lief administration.” 


Warning to Others. 


Hopkins added that a similar sit- 
uation exists in several states and 
that these will be so notified. Colo- 
rado has been told it must act to 
take care of its own destitute be- 
fore the Federal Government can 
do anything more. 


The situation in Arkansas is 
such, however, Hopkins said, that 
there is no likelihood of Federal 
funds being cut off in that State. 
Arkansas has sufered from several 
major disasters which have deplet- 
ed the State’s funds and taxing 
power to such an extent that it 
appeared probable today that no 
drastic demands will be made on 
the State Treasury. 


Promise of a “rude shock” to 
some states if they do not help to 
finance their relief work was made 
yesterday by Hopkins at a closed 
meeting here of state relief execu- 
tives. 


The relief executives came _ to 
Washington to confer with Federal] 
employment service workers. 
“Apparently a few states did not 
believe the President recently when 
he pointed out that it is essential 
or statcs and local units of gov- 
ernment to finance ‘a reasonable 
share of their emergency relief 
work,” Hopkins told the state ad- 
ministrators. 


“Some states are due for a rude 
shock in the very near future if 
they do not come through with ac- 
tion. There have got to be some 
special sessions of state legislatures. 
The Federal emergency relief ad- 
ministration means business and we 
are not going to string along with 
these situations. 


Funds for Other Purposes. 


“I am beginning to doubt very 
much if there is a state in the 
country which cannot do something 
in the way of funds for unemploy- 
ment relief. We see numerous in- 
stances in which states have been 
providing funds for roads and other 
purposes and continuing to do so. 
Yet they plead that they have no 
funds for their hungry people. 

“There is nothing sacred about 
some of these state taxes, gasoline 
taxes for instance, and no reason 
why in many cases these revenues

The children of an- 
other neighbor annoyed him and 
twice he had fired shots over their 
heads to chase them away. Most of 
the Brady avenue residents consid- 
ered him demented. 

in Backyard Garden. 

Last night’s trouble started at 7 
o’clock when Tallent, who lived 
across the unpaved street from 
Lutz’s small, paintless frame cot- 
tage at 2925 Brady, went over to 
remonstrate with the 60-year-old 
bachelor, who was watering his 
backyard garden. 

There were two versions of what 
took place, but neighbors said they 
saw Tallent leave the yard, saw 
Lutz hit him in the face with a 
spade, saw Tallent drag Lutz across 
the fence, breaking it down, take 
the spade away and beat him with 
it. Neighbors separated them, Tal- 
lent went home, Lutz appeared with 
a pistol and the shooting started. 
Lutz’s account differs, Explain- 
ing brokenly that he had been in 
the United States 19 years but had 
gone back to Austria for the World 
War, he said: “Those people I 
shoot, I don’t even know them. I 
don’t know their name. This man 
come over, say he kill me because 
I (he went then into a detailed ac- 
count of Tallent’s accusation). It’s 
a lie. I don’t do that. Not ever. 
I have spade to protect me and this 
man, he grab my spade and hit me 
in the face with it.

house, shouting for help. 

In the abduction, Mrs. Luer, 75 
years old, was knocked down by 
one of the invaders, and suffered a 
scalp wound as her head struck a 
mantel in the living room. She and 
Luer have been married 54 years. 

Had Visited Sick Friend. 

Luer returned to his home, a large 
two-and-a-half story brick residence 
at 759 Washington avenue, north of 
the Alton business district, at 8:30 
o'clock after having been out with 
his son, Carl A. Luer, to visit Wil- 
liam Myers,a friend who is ill. 

Carl went to his home across the

LONDON, July 11.—The Steering 
Committee of the World Economic 
Conference late today adopted a 
report calling for the discussion of 
silver, commercial indebtedness, 
central banking co-operation, and 
other subjects which could be treat- 
ed without dissension. 

_ (International commercial debts, 
both long and short term, are on 
the agenda of the conference, al- 
though war debts are not included.) 

The American delegation, sup- 
ported by the British dominions and 
a number of smaller countries, had 
fought for the inclusion of the full 
original program in the revised 
agenda of the Congress. The gold 
countries have insisted that mone- 
tary questions in genera] should be 
eliminated until the dollar has been 
stabilized. 

Publicly this evening all confer- 
ence leaders were saying that busi- 
ness of the parley was moving 
smoothly and that work would be 
continued, but it was understood 
that a gentleman’s agreement had 
been reached whereby the confer- 
. ence would be wound up soon with- 
out any triumphant shouts by 
either side. 

Eyes on Monetary Problems. 


In quarters close to the Drafting 
Committee, it was said some mem- 
bers felt there was a possibility 
that, in the near future, the Amer- 
ican Government might take steps 
to prevent fluctuation of the dollar 
and thereby open the way for dis- 
cussicn of further monetary prob- 
lems. 

A delegate from one of the large 
non-gold countries of Europe which 
had been supporting the United 
States program for the conference, 
commenting on the bureau decision, 
said: 

“This: obviously meanég that the 
conference is marking time, Of 
course, some decision must be made 
about stabilization before the con- 
ference can progress. 

“Naturally something must be 
done about the dollar in due course 
and we are confidently looking to 
Washington for that, but in the 
meantime we can do little here. 

“I believe the conference will con- 
tinue for a couple of weeks and 
then recess until at least the end of 
September. Certain big questions 
are not ripe for plucking now and 
it will take time to make them so. 

“As soon as America has done 
something about stabilization, the 
conference can reassemble with the 
prospect of achieving success.” 

Soviet Russia’s Proposal. 

Soviet Russia, in a proposal sub- 
mitted to the Monetary Commis- 
sion, reminded the parley that one 
of its main objects was to increase 
imports, and asked the nations to 
come forward with offers to buy 
— rather than tariffs to shut 
ou 

The Russian proposa] stated that 
there was a possibility of increas- 
ing sales in Russia under certain 
conditions. It also asked for con- 
sideration of the Soviet's suggested 
pact for economic non-aggression 
before adjournment should take 
place. 

Senator Pittman of Nevada 
pressed forward with the work o 
his sub-committee on controlling 
the world market for silver. An 
agreement with India on restrict- 
ing sales of silver, it was said in an 
authoritative quarter, is near com- 


pletion, although details are still to fh 


be worked out. The Nevada Sen- 
ator was hopeful of reaching an 
agreentent also for maintaining the 
fineness of silver coinage and for 
preventing the dumping of silver on’ 
the world market through debase- 
ment of coinage. This would clear 
the way for action on part of the 
Pittman resolution calling for the 
optional use by central banks of 
one-fifth of silver in monetary re- 
serves. 
Fight Over Tariff Truce. 

A bitter fight is believed to lie 
before the conference, before it ad- 
journs, in an attempt to obtain pro- 
longation of a tariff truce.

It is understood, nowever, that 
the armistice on tariff changes, 
made effective with the opening of 
the conference, is galling to certain 
French political groups. One high 
Scandinavian source says pressure 
on his Government to increase tar- 
iffs has been tremendous. Other 
countries, it is learned, are in a 
similar position, and the gold bloc, 
particularly, fear they may suffer 
because of depreciation of money in 
other nations if they cannot: raise 
barriers. Their position is that, if 
the conference is not ended by July 
31, any nation may withdraw from 
the truce by giving a month’s no- 
tice. 

In view of this, the Americans are 
expected to obtain emphasis for the 
fact that the conferenée, if it closes 
at all, will only be in recess for the 
period, and not in actual adjourn- 
ment, 3 

Finance Minister Bonnet is pre- 
pared to leave for Paris, and French 
quarters say they will leave only 
“observers” here. Leaders of the 
Swiss delegation and some of the 
Belgians already pave left. 


RYE RISES 11 CTS. A BUSHEL 
AT,CHICAGO; WHEAT UP 5 CTS. 


Former Crosses $1 Mark; May 
Wheat Sells at $1.14 at 
One Time.

CHICAGO, July 11.—Sensational 
price gains by rye and wheat today 
followed yesterday’s bullish Govern- 
ment crop estimate. Gains of al- 
most 11 cents a bushel in rye and 
about 5 cents a bushel in wheat 
were registered in frenzied trading. 
Two deliveries of rye, September 
and December, crossed the dollar a 
bushel mark, and May wheat at one 
time was at $1.14 a bushel. 

The rye advance made gains for 
the last two days of almost 20 cents 
a bushel. A year ago rye was sell- 
ing for less than 35 cents. 

Among the chief factors behind 
e rye increase was the official 
estimate indicating a yield much 
below annual domestic require- 
ments and an increasing belief that 
the processing tax of 30 cents a 
bushel on wheat would result in 
increased use of rye for bread, At 
the close rye was 9 cents a bushel 
higher than yesterday’s finish, with 
December at $1.02, only 2 cents be- 
low the peak: 

Wheat finished with gains of a 
little more than 4 cents, with May 
at $1.11, or 3. cents below the top. 
Corn was almost 3 cents up, with 
May at 77%.

MOSCOW, July 11.—How James 
Mattern lived the 16 days he was 
lost in the wilds of Northern Si- 
beria has been disclosed. 

The plane he was flying around 
the world crashed in a hilly spot 
near the Anadyr River; he 
suffered cuts and bruises; when 
his chocolate and biscuit gave out, 
he shot small game, and, while he 
awaited a boat to take him down- 
stream, built a crude hut for pro- 
tection against cold winds. 

The story is told in a dispatch 
to the newspaper Izvestia from 
Khabarovsk, Siberia, whence Mat- 
tern took off on June 14 for Nome, 
Alaske. 

Mattern was only 14 hours out of 
Khabarovsk when his motor began 
to sputter. He found no place to 
land his Century of Progress in 
the wild terrain, and he pressed on. 
Finally the engine failed and the 
plane crashed three miles from the 
river on which Anadyr village is 
situated. The propeller was bent, 
the right wing smashed, the fuse- 
lage and motor damaged. Mattern 
was hurt, but not seriously. 

Hoping to get aid, he started 
for the river. The journey, made 
difficult by the hilly countryside 
and his ignorance of his bearings, 
took eight days. His food gave out 
after three days. Then, apparently, 
he made good tse of the fishing 
tackle and rifle he had with him. 

He built a house of scrub growth, 
for the weather was cold, and 
waited by the river six days until 
on June 29 fishermen in two boats 
passed. They heard his shouts and 
took him to their camp 11 miles 
from Anadyr. Shortly afterward 
he went to the coast, and a Soviet 
guard went to his assistance. 

Mattern asked the guards to get 
the motor and instruments from 
the plane. This was done, for Mat- 
tern decided to abandon the ship. 

It was reported today that Mat- 
tern would be taken to Nome by 
Pilot Levanovsky, Russian flyer or- 
dered to fly from Khabarovsk to 
Anadyr.

Appointment of Former 

- Missouri U. Faculty Mem- 
ber Announced by Secre- 
tary Perkins.

WASHINGTON, July 11—The 
appointment of Dr. Isador Lubin, 
former instructor in economics at 
the University of Missouri and more 
recently a member of the research 
staff of Brookings Institution here, 
as Commissioner of Labor Statis- 
tics, was announced this afternoon 
by Secretary of Labor Frances Per- 


kins. The new commissioner is ex-|y 


pected to take office within a few 
days. 

The appointment was interpreted 
here as another indication that the 
“progressives” in the administra- 
tions are gaining influence at the 
White House at the expense of “con- 
servatives” and practical politicians. 
The office of Commissioner of La- 
bor Statistics is one of the most 
coveted political plums in the Gov- 
ernmént, and had been sought by 
numerous “deserving Democrats.” 
It would be difficult to name any- 
one whose activities have been fur- 
ther removed from the reaim of 
politics than Dr. Lubin. 

. It was learned that Secretary 
Perkins insisted on the appoint- 
ment—which is made by the Presi- 
dent—because she had planned a 
particular task which she consid- 
ered Dr. Lubin better able to per- 
forme than anyone else available. 


The job is to establish a complete 


statistics service for the benefit of 
labor, such as are already furnished 
to business by the Commerce De- 
partment and*to agriculture by the 
Department of Agriculture. No such 
service has been available in the 
past. 

The new commissioner is only 37 
years old. He was educated at 
Clark University and the Univer- 
sities of Missouri and Michigan. Af- 
ter teaching at Missouri from 1916 
to 1918, he served during the war 
as a statistician in the Food Ad- 
ministration, and later as special 
economic expert to the war indus- 
tries board and war trade board. 
He was associate professor of eco- 
nomics at Michigan University in 
1924, after which he joined the staff 
of Brookings Institution. 

He took up the study of the un- 
employment problem several years 
ago, and was closely associated 
with Senator Wagner (Dem.), of 
New York, in draftin gthe series of 
unemployment relief bills intro- 
duced by Wagner. He is generally 
credited with having written the 
major provisions of those mea- 
sures. 

Dr. Lubin succeeds Ethelbert 
Stewart, who was forced to retire 
by Secretary of Labor Doak near 
the end of the Hoover administra- 
tion, after Stewart had _ several 
times contradicted the figures on 
unemployment issued by the Labor 
Department.

Investigation at Jerseyville. 

State Highway patrolmen and 
Madison County officers .went to 
Jerseyville at noon today on infor- 
mation that Luer’s kidnapers may 
have been near there this morning. 


The information came from a road 
worker who reported that at 8 a. 
m. today he saw a large automobile 
westbound on a sideroad three 
miles south of Jerseyville and ap- 
proximately 15 miles north of Al- 
ton, and that one of its passengers 
had a gunnysack over his head. 

He said there were four pérsons 
in the car, but was unable to say 
whether one of ther was a woman. 
While at Jerseyville the officers 
learned that a Pierce-Arrow au- 
tomobile had been seen at 9:45 last 
night standing beside the highway 
at the Piasa Hill, 12 miles north 
of Alton. They were also told that 
residents of Newbern had observed 
lights in a vacant ‘armhouse near 
that point during the night, but 
had found the place deserted on 
inspection this morning. 

This morning, Will Penning of 
Alton reported to the police that re- 
turning on Highway No. 3 from 
Jerseyville about 9:30 he saw a 
man he was certain was Luer 
in a northbound sedan, 12 miles 
north of Alton. On the car with 
him, he said, were two men and a 
woman. He had not heard of the 
kidnaping at the time. He knows 
Luer by sight, as do thousands of 
Alton residents. 

Luer has been suffering from 
heart trouble for several years. 
Members of the family said that 
any shock or great excitement 
might prove fatal. Mrs, Luer was 
of the opinion he had with him 
when kidnaped a bottle of pills 
which he takes when stricken. For 
the past year he has been on a 


for ‘his heart attacks by his phy- 
sician, Dr. Mather Pfeifenberger. 
They are 1-150th grain nitroglycer- 
in tablets, manufactured by Eli Lil- 
ly & Co. under the brand number 
955. 

Luer is 5 feet, 3 inches tall and 
weighs 140 pounds. His eyes are 
light blue, his complexion blond. He 
has a light red mustache, streaked 
with gray.. His head is bald, 
fringed with black hair only slight- 
ly marked with gray. At the time 
of the kidnapping he was wearing 
dark gray trousers, white shirt and 
spectacles. He had no shoes. His 
slippers, shaken off in the scuffle, 
were found on the front porch. 
Members of the Luer family said 
today that they would be unable 
to raise a sizable ransom because 
the cash available to the family 
has been depleted by the recent 
unusual action of Luer in buying 
from investors bonds of the Alton 
Barium Products Co., with . a face 
value of $135,000. 

The bonds were sold with Luer’s 
indorsement, ample assurance to 
Alton purchasers that they were 
sound investments. Discovering 
that the company was insolvent 
and could not pay interest, Luer 
determined to buy them back at 
their face value, and did so, shoui- 
dering a heavy financia] burden, 
rather than allowing his friends to 
assume it. 

The purchase was completed last 
August. Later he bought in the 
property secured by the honds 
which necessitated a further ex- 
penditure, said to be about $65,000. 
The property is still standing idle. 

For many years Luer has been 
one of Alton’s leading property 
owners and bankers, jealous of his 
reputation for integrity, proud of 
the confidence the people of Alton 
had in him. In the frenzied days 
preceding the bank holiday he was 
daily on the floor of the Alton Bank 
& Trust Co., reassuring depositors 
who were there to take out their 
money.. 

“Don’t worry,” he would say con- 
fidently as depositors stopped to 
greet him. “I am behind this bank. 
Your money is here for you if you 
want it.” ' 

Hundreds, reassured by the earn- 
est old man with the trace of Ger- 
man inflection still in his accent, 
left the building completely reas- 
sured, and were justified in their 
faith when the bank opened again 
after the holiday imposed by the 
Government. 

Successful Meat Packer. 

Luer and his wife moved to Alton 
in 1881. He went in business at 
once’as a meat packer. Today his 
concern, Luer Bros. Packing and 
Ice Co., is one of the largest in 
Illinois outside Chicago and East 
St. Louis, 

Associated with him in those days 
was his brother, Herman. Together 
they prospered, branched out into 
other activities, August Luer’s 
sons, Carl, Herman F, and William 
J., entered the Luer enterprises and 
recently have been more active in 
them than their father. Their 
uncle, Herman, a resident of Alton, 
is now at Rochester, Minn., on a 
vacation. 

Among the Luer enterprises is 
the Alton Storage and Hotel Co., 
which built the Mineral Springs 
Hotel and owns the downtown 
block on which it stands. The same 
interests own the Luer Block, in- 
cluding stores and a neighborhood 
motion picture theater in the east- 
ern part of the city. 

August Luer served several terms 
as a member of the School Board 
and of the City Council, which last 
night authorized a reward of $250

Workers’ income Increases 7 
Pct., Production 35 Pet., 
Survey Shows. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 11. — The 
American Federation of Labor says 
in its monthly busines survey: “Ip. 
dustrial activity has made a spec. 
tacular increase in the last three 
months, but when the figures are 
analyzed it is clear that much of 
activity is 
speculative.” 

The federation said wholesalers 
and retailers, anticipating pri¢ 
rises under the Roosevelt emerge 
cy legislation, were “buying against 
the future; stores are stocking up 
their empty shelves, plants are or- 
dering raw materials sometimes as 
far ahead as the first of next year 
and are laying in supplies of steel 
for repairs,” that consumers like- 
wise aré preparing for price in- 
creases, with the automotive and 
building industries making large 
gains in output as a result of the 
consumer buying. 

“These gains,” the federatid® 
said, “have far outstripped buying 
power. Workers’ income increased 
only 7 per cent from March tc 
May, while factory production in 
creased 35.6 per cent. 

“Production in many of the con 
sumer industries is at 1929 levels 
but workers’ buying power is stil 
56.7 per cent below 1929. It ma 
be justifiable at the start of recov 
ery to stock. up shelves at this 
amazing rate, but unless workers 
income catches up quickly when in 
dustrial codes go in force we shal 
find ourselves driven to inflatio 
to keep up prices.”

PUERTO RIGO ROMANCE 
ENDS IN $100,000 SUN 


Wife Whom Chemist Met on 
Cruise Files Action Against 
His Family. 


A $100,000 suit charging alienation 
of affections was filed at Clayton 
today by Mrs. Carmen Kern, young 
Puerto Rican wife of Fernando C. 
Kern, chemist, against his, parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Ludwig Kern, and a 
brother, Fred Kern, 115 North Rock 
Hill road, Webster Groves. 

The wife charges her husband's 
family with bringing about a sepa- 
ration last month and with arrang- 
ing to have her two children taken 
from her. She resides at 675 Elm- 
wood avenue, Webster Groves. 

The petition sets forth details of 
a romance that began in the sum- 
mer of 1927 when Kern, then 36 
years old, was in Puerto Rico on a 
world cruise from Germany, his 
native country, and fell in love with 
the 17-year-old girl. 

Kern, the petition states, spoke 

Spanish fluently and proposed 
within two weeks. Correspond- 
ence went on after he had contin- 
ued on the cruise and in April, 
1929, Mrs. Kern states, she went to 
New York, and was married there 
and accompanied her husband to 
Webster Groves to live with his 
parents. 
+ His family was “well aware,” she 
alleges, that she was not at ease in 
the new country with its strange 
customs and “distinct difference in 
food,” as well as “at a disadvan- 
tage away from her native land, 
friends and family.” 

She charges they soon displayed 
a dislike for her, were critical of 
her mannerisms and her inability 
and refusal to eat foods distasteful 
to her. She mentions an occasion 
on which she refused to eat “a 
meat concoction which she has 
since learned is known as a hot 
dog.” 

Soon afterward, she relates, her 
mother-in-law suggested that as she 
could not be happy in the United 
States, she should go back to 
Puerto Rico, with her expenses 
paid and an allowance thereafter, 
and spoke of annulling the mar- 
riage. 

The suggestion that she return to 
Puerto Rico “greatly shocked and 
horrified her,” she states, as she 
knew that a return to her home 
without her husband would not be 
understood by the Latin community 
and that she would be virtually an 
outcast. She charges that her hus- 
band’s family also knew of the pos- 
sible result. 

Instead of going, the petition sets 
forth, she induced her husband to 
take a separate residence but, al- 
though they lived several places, all 
were in Webster Groves and her 
husband remained under the “influ- 
ence and domination” of his family. 

The wife says she subsequently 
learned that her husband did not 
have an independent income as he 
had said, that his livelihood de- 
pended on his association with. his 
father, also a chemist, and that the 
father had threatened to cut off 
support if he did not separate from 
her. The separation and the taking 
of the two children, 3 and 2 years 
old, followed as a direct result, she 
alleges, her husband going to live 
at the family home. 

She has obtained a non-support 
warrant against her husband and 
the case is set for a hearing in a 
Justice of the Peace Court. Her 
suit was filed by Raleigh McCor- 
mick and Miss Mary C. McDonnell, 
attorneys.

B. J, MENSING, Wi0 ONCE SET 
LINOTYPE RECORD, DIES AT 74 


Post-Dispatch Operator Defeated 
Globe-Democrat Man in 1896

Bernard J. Mensing, who set a 
world linotype record 35 years ago 
in the Post-Dispatch composing 
room, died of bladder ailment yes- 
terday at St. Mary’s Hospital. He 
was 74 years old and resided at 324

Typesetters say his record of 74,- 
100 ems in seven hours would be 
pa good day's work today, despite 
improvements increasing output 
probably 30 per cent. For years 
after he set it, beating ‘Robert W. 
Francis of the Globe-Democrat by 
nearly 10,000 ems in a contest on 
March 29, 1896, he stood ready to 
defend his championship, but there 
were no challengers. 

Mr. Mensing, born in Ohio, came 
to St. Louis about 50 years ago.

{In the nineties he entered the 
Post-Dispatch composing room. He 
has worked also for the old Chron- 
icle and the Star.

Suit to invalidate the will was 
brought by Chester Walkenhorst, a 
nephew, of 5345 Minerva avenues 
and brother of Mrs. Amelia Rex, 


filed the original suit to contest the 
will, alleging that her aunt was by 
reason of advanced age so impaired 
in mind that she@“lacked the neces- 
sary testamen capacity to make 
a will and ied intestate.” 

The action is directed against the 
Masonic Home of Missouri, which 
alleged to have “dominated” Mrs. 


Louis County, executors of her will, 
and 11 relatives, heirs-at-law. 

The will disposed of an estate of 
about $36,000, three relatives receiv- 
ing bequests totaling $5000, the rest 
going to the Masons/ Should it be 
found that Mrs. Huthmaker was of 
unsound mind when the will was 
made, it might affect the deed to 
the land for the home. 

The only provision of the gift was 
that the Masons should build a 
modern home for her occupancy 
during her lifetime and pay her a 
monthly income commensurate with 
a reasonable interest rate on the 
value of the property, estimated to 
be about $100,000. 

But Mrs. Huthmaker, who died 
June 18, 1932, never lived to see her 
new home completed although she 
watched the early stages of its con- 
struction. 

Testimony designed to attack the 
will included that of Walkenhorst, 
Mrs. Rex and Mrs. Bessie Aubu- 
chon, formerly employed as a clean- 
ing woman at the Rex home at a 
time when Mrs. Huthmaker stayed 
there. 

Walkenhorst asserted his aunt 
could not read, and could only write 
her signature and was inclined to 
“talk to herself and fly into tan- 
trums.” In recent years, since 1927, 
he continued, she would not always 
recognize him. He described her as 
a woman who “rarely smiled” and 
“never liked children.” 

Mrs. Aubuchon testified before

Gc Vandover, Missouri Man- 
ager, Finds Press of Work 
Awaiting Him. 


Two bags of mail, presumably 
loan ap»lications or inquiries, 
awaited Grover Cleveland Vandover 
of Farmington when he arrived yes- 


terday to take over his duties as 
Missouri manager of the Federal 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation, 
with temporary offices at 407 Fed- 
eral building. 

The office was uncomfortably 
crowded 30 minutes after Van- 
dover opened it today. Probably 
60 persons waited in the small 
ante room for their turn to inter- 
view. Vandover in the inner office. 
There was no indication how many 
were applicants and how many 
were job hunters. 

For several weeks, Vandover 
learned, the Federal building has 
been thronged with persons inquir- 
ing for the office. With those indi- 
cations of the press of business 
waiting for him, he told reporters 
he would attempt to handle it at. 
first with an office force of six to 
10 persons, including counsel, ap- 
praisers and clerical help. 

Vandover, formerly setretary to 
Congressman Clyde Williams, said 
his business would be chiefly that 
of a “persuader.” The agency has 
the task of persuading mortgage 
holders to accept bonds of the cor- 
poration in the place of the mort- 
gages, at a reduced interest of 4 
per cent or more. 

The bonds bear 4 per cent interest 
and are exempt from taxes. The 
Government guarantees the interest 
but not the bonds. The bonds are 
secured by a $200,000,000 Federal 
appropriation. If the mortgage hold- 
er declined to accept the reduced 
terms, Vandover remarked, that 
would end the matter. 

Loans are limited under the law 
to 80 per cent of value, and proper- 
ty, as indicated by Federal regula- 
tions, is to be appraised at about 65 
per cent of its 1928 value. Thus the 
amount which the Government can 
take over is expected to be less than 
the mortgage in hundreds of cases. 

The bonds run for 18 years. The 
home owner will have three years 
before he begins paying off the 
Government advance on a }j5-year 
amortization at 5. per cent. 

Missourians may write to Van- 
dover’s office for application blanks. 
The cost of appraisal, title exami- 
nation and such services would be 
borne by the home owner, where 
possible, Vandover said, but he em- 
phasized that applicants would need 
the services of no persons except 
those employed by the corporation.

HELD AFTER BLAZE: 
TRIES TO END Ltt 


Druggist Says Attempt Was 
Result of Humiliation and 
Heat in Cell. 


Dr. Adolph Slater, 59 years old, 
proprietor of the Sarah-Page Phar- 
macy, 4071 Page boulevard, which 
was damaged by fite following an 
explosion early yesterday, tried to 
kill himself late yesterday in a cell 
at Police Headquarters. 

A turnkey found him lying on 
the floor, bleeding from lacerations 
of the throat and wrists, a twisted 
necktie about his neck. The in- 
cisions had been made with the 
edge of a tin cup in which water 
had been served. 

Weak from loss of blood, Dr. 
Slater at City Hospital today said 
the humiliation of being -held by 
police and questioned for two and 
a half hours, the heat of the cell in 
which he was placed and the lack 
of special food he requires as the 
result of a recent abdominal opera- 
tion, caused him to attempt to kill 
himself. After cutting himself, he 
said, he used the necktie as a tour- 
niquet to stop the flow of blood. 

First News of Fire. 

An insurance adjuster who called 
at his apartment, 4615 Lindell boul- 
evard, at 7 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, gave him the first news of 
the fire, Dr. Slater said. Soon after 
a policeman arrived and took him 
to headquarters. He had returned 
at 3:30 a. m. from a week-end trip 
to visit an old friend at Topeka, 
Kan., he added, having been driven 
there by his Negro porter, William 
Tipton. 

Dr. Slater was questioned at 
headquarters after District Fire 
Chief Joseph Morgan found a pair 
of brown trousers, wrong side out 
and partly burned, in the rear of 
the drug store after the fire had 
been estinguished. In the pockets 
was a pocketbook containing a 
small amount of change and near- 
by was a padlock from the door 
with the key in it. 

Persons in the neighborhood had 
reported seeing a man without 
trousers leaving the store after the 
explosion. He drove away in an 
automobile, they said. Dr. Slater 
told police the only person having 
a key to the lock was Robert El- 
rod, a former convict, 4225 Page. 
of Explosion, 
Elrod, taken to headquarters 
shortly before Dr, Slater was found 
injured, said he had gone to the 
store to get a package of cigarettes 
at 5:30 o’clock yesterday morning 
and that the explosion occurred 
when he started to smoke. He said 
his trousers were ignited and he 
discarded them and left the place. 
Police records show that Elrod, 
under the name of Jack La Verne, 
was sentenced to two years in the 
Leavenworth Penitentiary Jan. 8, 
1927, by Federal Judge Davis for 
violation of the Dyer act. In Sep- 
tember, 1932, he received a 90-day 
jail sentence here for stealing an 
automobile. 
No estimate of the damage to 
the drug store was made. Dr. Sla- 
ter valued the store at $8000. He 
said he carried only $3000 insur- 
ance,

NEW YORK, July 11.—Whether 
the tennis world faces a new era 
in which Australia will dominate 
as of old will be partially answered 
this week-end, when the newly 
crowned King of Wimbledon leads 


the forces from down under against 
the English in the European zone 
Davis Cup finals. 

The hopes of the British domin- 
ion of regaining the cup emblem- 
atic of the world team champion- 
ship and ending the six-year reign 
of the French have soared since 
last Friday, when its blonde 25- 
year-old champion, Jack Crawford, 
knocked the Wimbledon crown 
from the head of Elisworth Vines, 
American champion. 

If successful against England, as 
many expect, the Australians will 
renew their old rivalry with the 
Americans next week with the right 
to challenge France for the cup 
hanging on the outcome. 

Not since 1914, when the trophy 
went Rock to Australia to remain 
until after the World War, when 
matches were resumed, have the 
forces from down under success- 
fully withstood the Americans.

back with them and it remained 
here until 1927, when the French 
began their lengthy reign.

JOHN MARKLE, CHARITY 
FUND FOUNDER, DIES 


Retired Coal Magnate, Donor 
to Medical Research and 
Welfare Work.

NEW YORK, July 11.—John Mar- 
klIe, Pennsylvania anthracite opera- 
tor who retired in 1927 to devote the 
rest of his life to philanthropy, died 
yesterday. He was 74 years old. He 


had been ill of heart trouble for 
five years. 

Death came to the philanthropist 
in the apartment on Fifth avenue 
which he occupied alone except for 
servants. The apartment, which 
‘cost. $1,000,000 and includes two 
floors, has 18 servants’ rooms, 24 
baths, three kitchens, four elevators 
and 26 telephones. 

Mrs. Markle, who was an invalid, 
died in 1927. Before her death the 
Markles occupied a 24-room duplex 
apartment on Park avenue and also 
had a 10-room house on the roof of 
the 12-story apartment building. 
Mrs. Markle’s estate, which was left 
mostly to relatives, was appraised 
at $3,056,921 gross and $2,843,407 net. 

Markle’s principal philanthropy 
was the John and Mary R. Markle 
FourMdation, of which J. P. Morgan 
was one of the _ incorporators. 
Through it the Markle millions were 
dispensed for medical research, hos- 
pitals, welfare institutions, libraries 
and educational agencies. 

The foundation financed a $500,- 
000 hotel for working girls in Green- 
wich Village under the supervision 
of the Salvation Army, which 
opened in 1930. 

- Markle was born in Hazleton, Pa., 
Dec. 15, 1858, and graduated from 
Lafayette College as a mining engi- 
neer in 1880. He then entered the 
Jeddo Highland Coal Co., founded 
by his father, George B. Markle. 
Lafayette College bestowed an hon- 
orary degree of doctor of laws upon 
him last spring. 

Markle was first vice-president of 
the Pennsylvania Society of New 
York. The organization gave a tes- 
timonial luncheon for him at the 
time of his retirement, at which 
Charles M. Schwab, toastmaster, 
praised him as an “ideal of Ameri- 
can manhood.” 

The Markles had no children.

Arthur E. Morgan, chairman of 
the board, told newspaper men yes- 
terday after an inspection tour of 
the site, near Knoxville, that’ geolo-| 
gists had been pnt to work sur- 
veying the scores of caves and sub- 
terranean channels near the dam’s 
proposed site in order to ascertain 
if the project were feasible. 

Morgan said the survey was like- 
ly to delay construction work. 

Earlier in the day the Authority 
had announced plans for acquiring 
all the land within about three 
miles of the site, but warned own- 
ers against granting options on 
their ‘property to be used for spec- 
ulative purposes. 

Many Caves Found. 

Morgan said that the discovery 
of so many caves in the limestone 
around the Cove Creek site might 
“throw a thonkey wrench” into the 
Plans, but that he did not know yet 
how serious it might be. 

Army engineers previously had 
reported many caves, Morgan said, 
but 10 more had been found since 
for every one reported. He said 
he was not criticising the engineers, 
because it might be found the 
caves were not damaging to the 
plans, 

Morgan made it plain that the 
Valley Authority did not propose 
to spend $35,000,000 in building a 
dam and then find all the water 
leaking out through these holes. 
Tons of dye stuffs will be poured 
into the water going into the caves 
to determine where they lead. 
Fertilizer Plant Plans Indefinite. 

The same caution was being exer- 
cised in other directions, Morgan 
said, and it was impossible to de- 
termine when construction would 
begin. He said-plans still were in- 
definite on the fertilizer plant and 
transmission lines. 

“We don’t want to construct 
transmission lines and a fertilizer 
Plant and then find out a year 
from now they are out of date,” 
he, said, adding that research work 
was being done by the organiza- 
tion’s engineers on the question of 
power transmission. 

Morgan said inquiries had been 
received by the board from about 
20 cities interested in obtaining 
power, and that members of Con- 
gress from that section had re- 
quests for information from about 
100 cities. 

The board chairman conferred 
with President Roosevelt and dis- 
cussed plans for taking care of the 
land owners who would be driven 
out of the Cove Creek basin.

He is 
said to be a friend of T. J. Pendergast, 
Democratic leader and a power in the 
party in Missouri. 

Does this mean that the Federal public 
works program will be used to develop 
political patronage for the Pendergast 
machine? It certainly appears so. Few 
things can be so vicious as placing mil- 
lions upon millions of dollars of public 
money in the hands of politicians, to be 
used as they see fit. 

The character of the Pendergast ma- 
chine was certainly evident in the pro- 
ceedings of the 1933 Legislature. The 
Buford bill, which proved to be too “hot,” 
was born of the unholy alliance of power 
interests and the Democratic party of 
Missouri, The record of the 1933 Legis- 
lature under the tutelage of Boss Pen- 
dergast was one of reactionary legisla- 
tion. Nearly every piece of. progressive 
legislation was killed or died in commit- 
tee, Do the people of Missouri want more 
of this in the public works program? 

Further, is it reasonable to expect the 
vice-president of a power and light com- 
pany to be favorable toward municipal 
ownership of utilities, or public develop- 
ment of hydro-electric power sites? 

At least three more suitable men im- 
mediately come to mind: E. J. Russell, 
of Mauran, Russell & Crowell, architects, 
and for many years chairman of the St. 
Louis Plan Commission, undoubtedly has 
a background which should qualify him 
for this position. Louis La Beaume, of 
La Beaume & Klein, has had a long ex- 
perience with public works.

Organized labor in America today is lamentably 
weak. Before the outbreak of the World War, it had 


pushed its membership slowly up to a total of 2,700,- 
000. The war, by stimulating business, by ending 


immigration and by drafting working men into the 
army, greatly stimulated labor organisation. The 
post-war boom carried union membership to its high 
point, of 5,110,800, in 1920. ‘The depression of 1921 
gave the ‘signal for an open-shop campaign which 
cut membership down to 3,592,500. From this loss 
labor has never recovered. The good times of 1922 
to 1929, unlike previous periods of prosperity, did 
not restore labor’s strength. Women entered indus-

Inde- 
pendent organizers will not be welcomed with open 
arms. Freedom of public assemblage, so long and so 
widely denied, will not immediately be granted with- 
out limit. 

Already we hear reports that numerous attorneys 
are carefully studying the law to see whether it may 
be interpreted to permit the exclusion of outside or- 
ganisers; that coal and steel operators are rushing 
the formation of company unions in an attempt to 
forestall autonomous labor organization; that a no- 
torious strike-breaking detective agency has organized 
a corporation to advise employers concerning their 
rights within the act. 

It is here that the real purposes of the recovery ad- 
ministration will meet their crucial test. Will agree- 
ments with company unions be accepted as legally ful- 


filling “the right to organize and bargain collective-|' 


ly”? Will officials of company unions be allowed to 
speak for labor as.“representativées of their own 
choosing”? Will employe representation schemes be 
blessed if it can be argued that they are “free from the 
interference, restraint or coercioén of employérs’? 

If so, the labor provisions of the Retovery Act will 


no more be a Magna Carta for labor than were those |" 


of the Clayton Act a score of years ago. No man can 
truly represent the interests of labor before an em- 
ployer if he himself is dependent on that employer 
for his livelihood. No union can exert the economic 
pressure which is prerequisite to the attainment of a 
rea) collective bargain when. its organization is con- 
fined to a single plant. Employe representation 
schemes have much to recommend them from the 
point of view of internal plant administration and 
personnel rolations. But they cannot be accepted as 
a substitute for independent labor action. Nor do 
we believe that Secretary Perkins or Dr. Wolman or 
the other members of NIRA’s Labor Advisory Com- 
mittee can be persuaded to accept them as such. 

It would, however, be fatal for labor to rely solely 
upon the character of the advisory committee for its 
protection. The Recovery Act has been adopted for 
but two years. At best, its future is uncertain. A 
new administration, when it comes, may be far less 
friendly to the aims of labor than is the present one. 
Labor’s only real guarantee of hours, wages, living 
standards, in the long run, is a strong, inclusive, ag- 
gressive union movement. This guarantee the law 


now places within its grasp. . 


The law offers a stirring challenge to the Ameri- 
can labor movement. Labor, if it is to realize its ad- 
vantages, must act promptly, decisively. It must cut 
loose, in many lines, from archaic craft organization. 
It must purge itself, in certain spots, of discredited 
leadership. A labor movement, thus reinvigorated, 
would remain for the working man a valuable her- 
itage of the New Deal.

Sudden Exit.

OME who said, Government 

§ shouia not “meddle with indus- 
try or private business” may 

change their minds. President 

Roosevelt has signed the textile 

code. 

That does away with child labor 
in the textile industry, something 
that philanthropy and good inten- 
tion have been trying to do for a 
generation, vainly. 

Child labor was profitable. Fa- 
thers and mothers supplied the fin- 
ished products to the employers, 
without charge, as though an au- 
tomobile factory had supplied them 
with trucks and passenger cars 
free. And with trucks and passen- 
ger cars employers must pay for 
repairs. Not so with child work- 
ers. When they are laid up they 
go home, others take their places, 
the fathers and mothers attend to 
the repairs, without cost to the 
employer. 

Thanks to President Roosevelt’s 
belief that Government has power 
and should use it, tens of thou- 
sands of children will have a bet- 
ter chance in life.

EANWHILE my managers 

were trying to induce Joe

At the time, M. See was 
considering a match with Jack 
Sharkey. But the court upheld the 
contract, Schmeling did not return 
until 1932, and my damage claim 
because of that is still in the 
courts, I understand. 

Monsieurs See and Duffy made 
an October match for me with Jack 
Sharkey. Mere was another critica 
bout for me. f 

In August, 1931, Sharkey only got 
a draw with the much smaller 
Mickey Walker, but those 15 rounds 
proved a good “tune-up” for his 
fight with me, two months later. 

Still barred in 1981 from boxing 
in New York State because of that 
old “Bombo” Chevalier scandal, 
there must have been much done 
to restore me in good graces there 
but the late William Muldoon and 
his fellow commissioners finally re- 
lented late in the spring and 
months later, the Sharkey-Carnera 
match was approved for Brooklyn, 
early in October. 

I was trained right up to the 
minute when that Sharkey contest 
was postponed for a week because 
Jack injured a hand. Some often 
say that was a trick, but I believe 
his excuse Was a good one. His 
hands certainly stood up under the 
pounding he gave me on Columbus 
day night when we finally clashed 
before a big crowd (despite cold 
weather) in the Brooklyn (N. Y.) 
ball park. 

Much earlier in 1931 (on June 15), 
I knocked out Pat Redmond, a big 
Australian heavy, in the same ring. 
I stopped him with a powerful 
swing soon after the opening gong, 
but Redmond was rated as “just 
another set-up,” and the fraud, 
freak and palooka knocks became 
heavier than ever. These increased 
throughout the summer and 
Sharkey naturally was an over- 
whelming favorite to win—5 to 1, 
I believe, were the odds quoted with 
few takers. Everyone expected me 
to rush and start slugging. Instead 
I came from my corner hoping to 
outbox the master.

It is the first time in the 16 years 
of its existence a woman has been 
appointed to this body. Strange 
that no Mayor before Mayor Dick- 
mann thought of the innovation, 
for surely city planning has its hu- 
manitarian aspect, with particular 
appeal to a public spirited woman 
as well as its technical and eco- 
nomic side. Probably it was spe- 
cial qualifications and interests 
that suggested the appointment of 
Mrs. Grossman to this post rather 
than any thought of removal of a 
sex discrimination or rewarding a 
deserving Democrat, although, in- 
cidentally, both these ends were 
served. : 

Mrs. Grossman has been consist- 
ently active in Democratic politics 
since women were enfranchised. 
She was the first president of the 
first women’s Democratic club in 
the United States, 6rganized here 
in St. Louis by Emily Newell Blair, 
first woman vice-chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee. 
And women citizens of whatever 
affiliation, with the city’s progress 
at heart, are rejoicing in the ap- 
pointment and from Mrs. Gross- 
man’s past record of activities and 
accomplishments are anticipating 
results along linés in which women 
are essentially interested. Mrs. 
Grossman has been president of the 
St. Louis League of Women .Voters 
and of the International Institute. 
During the past two years she has 
been chairman of a very active 
group of men and women, known 
as the City Government Group, who 
have been studying defects and ad- 
vantages of city governments here 
and elsewhere.
